THINKS GOVERNOR 


STRETCHED TRUTH 


iTo the Editor— 


I notice In the Governor's speech 


In Milwaukee he tries to Justify the 
unmerciful extravagance of the pres- 
ent administration and the useless 
army of lame ducks employed In 
commissions; by proclaiming that the 
Dairy commission alone has saved 
the state $10,000,000 annually and 
other commissions from one to four 
million. 
Now If this foes unchal- 


lenged a number of people may be- 
lieve It; and I would not be sur- 
prised If he tells it too often, tho 
Governor will begin to believe It him- 
self. The LaCross Tribune gives the 
University all the credit of this great 
saving. Now, neither the University 
nor the Dairy Commission had any- 
thing to do with It. The fact Is It 
was the big Cold Storage Duller 
Trust that worked this irick; they 
cometed the butter and cheese out- 
put, 
placed It in cold storage, made 


a price and refused to sell for a cent 
less; competition 
was 
completely 


broken, there was no other place you 
could buy butter or cheese; and no 
other place the manufacturers could 
sell It. Men claiming to be Independ- 
ent buyers were blind agents for the 
trust. 
By holding these exorbitant 


prices they could afford to give tho 
manufacturers a fair profit and they 
could pay the farmers a liberal price 
for milk. 
The farmers soon found, 


they could do better with milk, than 
raising beef; they then began rushing 
their calves to market at from 2 to 
3 weeks old. The state used to ship 
thousands of car loads of meat cattle 
every year; now the buyer will scour 
a whole county over and perhaps 
find 1 or 2 carloads of old broken 
down useless cows; all the calves 
raised are heifers to keep up the num- 
ber of dairy cows. Now, I don't know 
what the Governor means by "sav- 
ed the state $10,000,000." Does he 
call the tenth of tie population (the 
producers of Dairy goods) the state? 
If so we will say that they make about 
iO-100 on their investment, food, 
labor- and taxes; a saving of about 
$ ] , > 00,000 a year. 
It is no saving 


to get a dollar and pay 100 cents for 
It. Now, what about the other nine- 
tenths of the population, who are 
consumers of D^lry products" and 
Meat? are they also the state? If so 
their loss In the high price of Dairy 
products and meat would b"e at a very 
conservative estimate about $4,00(1,- 
000 a y«ar. Query! How much has 
the state saved in this deal; and who 
gets the credit' This Dairy Commis- 
sion, the Governor takes great pains 
In holding up as a champion woncy 
saver for the state. By looking them 
carefully over you will nnd that there 
is about 50 expensive commissions 
that are entirely .useless, except tc 
help in next election. Of course the 
rail road rate commission should be 
retained and strengthened. 
It was 


brought forth by an administration 
that did not spend the whole sum- 
mer quarreling over political non- 
essentials and leave the legislation 
to be run by the commissions and the 
University.

.Trust that worked this trick; they

a price a.nd refused to sell for a cent 
less; competition 
was .completely 


broken, there was no: other place you 
could buy butter or cheese; and .no 
other, place the manufacturers could 
sell It. Men claiming to be independ- 
ent buyers were blind agents for tho 
trust. 
By holding these exorbitant 


prices they could afford to give the 
manufacturers a fair profit and they 
could pay the farmers a.liberal price 
for milk. 
The farmers soon found, 


they could do better with milk, than 
raising beef; they then began rushing 
their calves to market at from 2 to 
3 weeks old. The state used to ship 
thousands of car loads of meat cattle 
every year; now the buyer'will scour 
a whole county over and perhaps 
find. 1 or 2 carloads of old broken 
down useless cows; all the calves 
raised are heifers to keep up the num- 
ber of dairy cows. Now, I don't know 
what the Governor means by. "sav- 
.ed the state $10,000,000." 
Does he 


call the tenth of the population (the 
producers of Dairy goods) the state? 
If so we will say that they make about 
j. 0-100 on their investment, 
food, 


labor- arid taxes; a saving of about 
$1,\ 00,000 a year. 
It is no saving 


to get a dollar and pay 100 cents for 
it. Now, what about the other nine- 
tenths, of the population, who are 
consumers .of Da-iry products: and 
Meat? are they also the state? 
> If so 


their loss in the high price ot Dairy 
products and meat would b*e at a very 
conservative estimate about $4,000,- 
000 a year. Query! How much.has 
the state saved in this deal; and who 
gets the credit? This Dairy Cominis- 
sion. the Governor takes great paln.s 
in holding up as a champion money 
saver for the state. By looking-them 
carefully over you will find that there 
is about 50 expensive commissions 
that are entirely .useless, except to 
help in next election. Of course the 
rail road rate commission should be 
retained and strengthened.

brought f.orth' by an administration 
that did not spend the whole sum- 
mer quarreling over political non- 
essentials and leave the legislation 
to be run by the commissions and the 
University.

rado. Foot by foot they droye the Indians and 
game before them, and for years barely held -their 
own in these unknown lands.

tho settlers or tourists in a few hours across those 
once desolate prairies, to traverse which once took 
the old pioneer aa many weeks, to accomplish, 
In consequence, he who today, sets out in queat 
o f , sport through such a country as Wyoming 
must be prepared for a series} of rude shocks if.hp 
'flppe,S' to-find any thing-1 approaching t)lc statoro£ 
affairs there about which he has read in1 the-bookb 
of his youth. 


- The'splendid buffalo Is extinct; but a few de- 
caved bones .or relics of a skull, the last traces vof 
im" animal which roamed in* couctieas thousands • 
over the prairies, and were wantonly exterminated^ 
partly by hunters for, their liides, and partly by 
settlers to make-way for t he) r,cattle. Tho curious 
prong-horn antelope also; has almost 'been wiped 
f 


out In these district. Bui tbe saddeflt of all, pev; . 
ha-pjwls .to see. the pme.nl .stale ito which the 
finest deer on earth, the American wapiti,*'h«s 
been reduced. This uoble beast, which was for- 
merly a denizen of the open country, has been 
driven to seek refuge in the densest forests. Here 
ir Is hard indeed for any number of them to ob- 
tain sufficient food, and in consequeuce the type 
and size of their antlers shows a marked depre- 
ciation in modern years, 'As every ono .knows, a 
harbor of refuge has been found for them by the 
•United 
States 
government m the Yellowstone 


park, and here the tourist may see,'face to face, 
grazing in bands, the semi-tame romnants of the 
once vast herds ot wapiti, Outside this sanctuary, 
on every side, an soon as the season ope,ns, each 
valley or pass which leads frorn^ the Yellowstone 
to 
I ho surrounding country) ia peopled with so- 


called sportmon, or meat-hunters, all camped andt 
waiting for those unwary animals which may roam 
beyond the-confines of their reservation. 
^ 
, 


In tbeisx? outlying districts, .where a few-,cun- 


ning bands of wap-iti still survive, they-have en- 
tirely changed thalr habits'during tho early-part, 
of tho season. Formerly the 
herds 
would be 


found grazing, or roaming through ,the low-lying,, 
open parks, while throughout the day and night 
the forests would echo to that melodious whistling 
call of the bulls. But today, if a hunter Geeks tin- , 
so-called American "elk" he must perforce look MI 
different planes .to those frequented by the old- 
time hunters. 
Far up, on the vory edge of the 


timber-line, feeding anil,, climbing almost like a 
mountain sheep among "steep crag«, and on the 
verge of snow-Hue, we now find the .lew survivors 
•'of the BplendkUanimals.,..Atid,-so terrified are they 
by the/constant,'presence of their natural^e-neroy 
limn with hie''innumerable camp lires and-* at- 
tendant noises, that the bulls sel'dom dar& give 
utterance to their challenging calls. So true Is 
this that th« writer after spending many weeks , 
during the past season iii the wilds of ,Wyoralng 
'only hoard u wapiti whistling on two occasions, 
and uwweovor, throughout this period only saw 
on« hoad worth shootlng^at. say* C..B. Radclyffe 
In Country. Life. It is truo this was a noble head, 
and one of tho finest, brought out ot that country 
for aojno t-lme pattt, but thd capture of this head 
entailed many week* of hard work, many scores 
of roil«s traveling, and many, thousands o£ feet 
h»rd climbing in a country which a fow year* ago 
was teeming, with good heaite. 


In the 1sam*t'wayJ-the-bftara'andy big-horn sbecv 


of the llocky mountain* have almost become a 
thing of Ihte'past. TOren tho very numerous mul» 
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deer have disappeared from their former haunts, 
and in much-hunted localities^ are only to be 
found on the highest points whore timber grows. 
Late in the season, when heavy snow falls, bands 
of wapiU and mule doer tire driven from their 
refuge in'Uie Yellowstone park and move down 
to lower groiuidH in . such places ~ae Jackson's 
I/ole or the valley of the, Soshone river. Woe ba- 
tida theau luckless wanderers :f the open season 
IB still in force,' for at the head of every pass lead- 
ing out of the game reserve are armed bodies of 
meat-hunterH, who shoot on sight old or young, 
male or iemalo, regardless of age, or sex, avery 
doer that ip scosuV More sham?; is it to the au- 
thorities who still permit the sale of deer rnpat in 
the surrounding towns.

The best 
Informed men of the business world 
condemn the mathods and processes 
and consequences oF monopoly as we 
condemn them: and the instinctive 
judgment of. the tast majority of busi- 
ness men everywhere goes with them.

"U awaits with acquieaence in the 


first place for laws which

interlocking*; of the, personnel ot tilt-

bunks and railroads, industrial, com- 
mercial and public service bodies—as 
in effect result in making those who 
borrow and those who lend practical- 
ly one mid the same, those who sell 
anrl those who buy bill the same per- 
sona trading with one. another under 
different names und In different com- 
binations, and Ihose whose affect to 
compete, in fact, partners and masters 
of some whole field of business. Suf- 
ficient time should be 
allowed, 
of 


course, in which

changes of organization without incon- 
venience or confusion. 


"Siu-ii :\ prohibition will work much 


more than a mere negative good by

Harm and Injustice Done. 


"In the second place, busincbv men, 


;IB well HB those who direct public af- 
fairs now recognize, and recognize 
with painful clearness, thr: great harm 
and injustice which lias been done to 
many, if not all, of the great railroad 
systems of the country by thr way 
in which they have been financed and 
their own distinctive interests subordi- 
nated lo the Interests of ilie men 
who Uuunced them and of other Busi- 
ness enterprises 
which 
those men 


wished to promote. 


"The country is ready therefore to 


accept and accept with relief as well 
as approval, a law which will confer 
upon thn Interstate commerce com- 
mission the power to superintend and 
regulate the financial operations by 
which the railroads ara henceforth to 
be supplied with the money they need 
for their proper development to meet 
the rapidly growing requiremunts ot 
the country for Increased and im- 
proved facilities of transportation. We 
cannot postpone action in this matter 
without leaving the railroads exposed 
to many serious handicaps und haz- 
ards; and the prosperity of the rail- 
roads and the prosperity of the, coun- 
try are inseparably connected. Upon 
tills question those who are chlfifly 
responsible, for thp actual mnuago- 
ment mill oporatlon of ilie railroads 
have spokep. very plainly and very 
earnestly, with a purpose we ougbt to 
be quick to accept It. It v ill be one step 
and a very Important one. toward the 
necessary Repartition of the business 
of production from the 
business of, 


transportation. 


"Tlie Imsiuens of the country awaits 


also, hae long awaited and !m» suf- 
fered because it could not obtain fur- 
ther «od more explicit legislative de3- 
nition of lue policy and meaning of 
[ho existing antl-truet laws. Nothing 
hampers 
business like uncertainty. 


Nothing daunts or discourages it like 
the necessity to take chances!, to run 
the risk of falling under the condem- 
nation of the law before, it can malic 
sure just what tlie law is. 


Definition Now Possible, 


"Surely we aro sufficiently familiar 


with the nutual processes and meth- 
ods of monopoly and of tbe many 
hurtful restraints of iriide to make 
definition possible, ut any rp.te up to 
the. limits of what experience lias dia- 
closefi, 
These practices, being uow 


abundantly disclosed, can 
bs< explic- 


itly and item by item, forbidden 
by 


statute in such terms HS will prac- 
tically eliminate uueortnitity. the law 
itself and the penalty 
being 
made; 


equally plain. 


"And 
the 
business men 
of 
tue 


country desire something more than 
that tha menace of legal process in 
these mutters be made explicit and in- 
telligible. They desire the advice, tire 
definite 
guidance 
and 
information. 


which can be supplied by an admin- 
istrative body, an interstate 
trade 


commission, 


"The opinion of the country would 


instantly approve of such a commi.*- 
sion. It would not wish lo see It em- 
powered to make terms with monop- 
oly or in any sort to assume control 
of business, as If 
the 
government 


made itself responsible, it dtnuondu 
such a conimlMlon only nu »u jmilu- 
pensible inatrnment 
of 
information 


and publicity, aw a clearing houe« for 
the facta by which both tue public 
mind and the managers -of gr«U bu«i- 
ne»s undertakjngs should be gutdud, 
and as an Instrumentality for doing 


Justice to business whore in* prooa*a- 
es of the courts or the natural force* 
of correction outside the courts aro 
inadequate to adjust the- remedy to 
the wrong in a way that will meet all 
the equities and circnmstancea cf the 
case. 


"Producing industries, for example, 


which have passed tbe point up to 
which combination may be consistent 
with tbe public Interest and the free- 
dom of trade, cannot always be dis- 
sected into their component units ae 
readily as railroad companies or sim- 
ilar organizations can be. Their dis- 
solution by ordinary legal proceaa may 
oftentimes Involve financial conse- 
quences likely to overwhelm the se- 
curity market and bring upon it break- 
down and confusion. There ought to 
be an administrative commission ca- 
pable of directing and shaping such 
corrective processes, not only in aid 
$>{ the courts but also by indepndent

Make Punishment Certain. 


"Inasmuch as our object and 
the 


spirit of our action iu these matters 
is to meet business nair way in its 
processes of self-correction and dis- 
turb its legitimate course as little as 
possible, we might to see to it, and the 
judgment of practical and 
sagacious 


men of affairs everywhere would ap- 
plaud us if we did see to it that pen- 
alties and punishments should 
fall,

Theso should 
be held Indh-iilually responsible r-.ud 
the punishment should fall upon them, 
not uyon the business organization of 
which thpy make illegal use. It should 
bt- one of the main objects of oiir icg- 
ishitlon to divest such 
persons 
ot' 


their corporate cloak and ur.'.al with 
(hem 
as with those who do sot rep- 


resent their corporations, bin. merely 
by deliberate intention break ;'ie law. 
Business men the country 
;Iirough 


would, 1 um sure, applaud \in if we 
were to take effectual steps 10 sec 
that the ofllcers and direccoi-s of great 
bodies were prevented from J.ringing 
them and ihe business of tfco country 
into disrepute and danger. 


"Other questions remain T-'hieh will 


need very thoughtful and 
practical 


treatment. Enterprises, in i'nese mod- 
ern days 01" great individcs.i fortunes, 
are oftentimes 
interlocked, not by 


being under the control of tile same 
directors.' but by the fact that 
the 


greater part of their corporate stock 
is owned by a single person or group 
of persons who are in some way in- 
innately related in interest. 


Holding Companies. 


"We are agreed, I take it, that hold- 


ing companies should lie prohibited, 
but what o.f tho controlling private 
ownership of individuals or actually 
co-operative groups 
of individuals? 


Shall the private owners of capital 
stock be suffered to be themselves In 
effect holding companies? We do not 
wish, I suppose, to forbid the pur- 
chase of stocks by any person who 
pleases to buy them in such quanti- 
ties as he can afford, or in any way 
arbitrarily to limit the sale of stocks 
to bonaSdo purchasers. Shall we re- 
quire tlie owners of stock, when their 
voting power In several 
companies 


which ought to he independent of one 
another would constitute actual cou- 
(rol, to make selection in which, of 
them they will exercise their right to 
vote? 
This quention I venture for 


your consideration. 


"There IB another mailer in which 


imperative considerations of justice 
and fair play 
suggests 
thoughtful 


remedial action. 
Not only do many 


of the combinations effected or Bought 
to he effected in tlie industrial world 
work an -in justice upon thV public in 
general; they also directly and aerl- 
ously injure the individuals who are 
put out of business In one fair way or 
another by the many dislodging and 
eiterminating forces of combination. 
I hope that we shall agree in giving 
private individuals who claim to have 
been injured by these processes the 
right to found thair suite for redvess 
upon the facts and judgments proved 
and entered In suits by the govern- 
ment where the government has vtpnn 
its own initiative sued the combina- 
tions complained of and won its suit. 
anrl that Ihe statute of limitations 
shall be suffered to run against such 
litigants only from tlie dat? of thn 
conclusion of the government's action. 


Individual Justice. 


"It i? not fair that the private liti- 


gant should be ohlixcd to set a\i aud 
establish .-ipi'm the facts 
wuinh 
UK; 


government has proved. lie rauuot 
afford, lie has not the power to malco 
use of such processes of inquiry as 
the 
government has command 
of. 


Thus shall individual jm-tice be 'done 
while the processes of business aro 
rectified and squared with [he general 
conscience. 


"1 have laid the case before you, no 


doubt as U lies in your own uiiud. as 
it lips in. tbe thought of the country. 
What rauat every 'candid man Bay of 
the suggestions I have laid before you. 
of tha plain obligations of which 
I 


have reminded you? That these are 
now things for which tun country is 
not prepared? N'p; but that they are 
old things now familiar, and imint of 
course bB undertaken if \VB *re 
to 


square our laws with thn thought aud 
desire of the country. Until these 
things are don*, conscientious busi- 
nessmen the country orer will be 1111- 
s^tUfied. 
They BPfl in these 
things

men, scarred and weatner-beaten, fighting their 
way grimly, inch by inch, to open the new Eldo- 
rado. 
Foot by foot they drove the Indians and 


game before them, mid for years barely held their 
own in these unknown lands. Then came that 
mighty factor, Btenm, and the steel roads with 
their high-powered locoraotivea, today conveying 
tho sealers or tourists in a few hours across those 
once desolate prairies, to traverse which once loolt 
the old pioneer aa many weeks to accomplish, 
In consequence, he who today sets out in queHl 
of sport through such a country as Wyoming 
must be prepared for a. series of rude .shocks if he 
hope,:; to find anything approaching the state of 
affairs there about which he has read In th» hookH 
of hla youth. 


The splendid Imffalo is extinct; but a few de- 


cayed bones or relics of a skull, the last traces of 
eu nnimal which roamed in cour.t'ess thousands 
over the prairies, and were wantonly exterminated 
partly by hunters for their hides, and partly by 
settlers to make wny for their cattle. The curious 
prong-horn antelope also has almost been wiped 
ont In theae district. But tbe saddest of all, per- 
haps,- is to aee. the present state to which the 
finest deer on earth, the American wapiti, IMS 
been reduced. This uoble beast, which wan for- 
merly a denizen of the open country, has been 
driven to seek refuge In the densest forests. Here 
It is hard indeed for any number of them to ob- 
tain sufficient food, and in consequence the type 
and size of their antlers shows a marked depre- 
ciation in modern years. Ai every one knows, a 
harbor of refuge has been found for them by the 
United 
States 
government in the Yellowstone 


park, and here the tourist, may see.'face to face, 
grazing in bands, the semi-tame remnants of the 
once vtust herds of wapiti. -Outside IhiH sanctuary, 
on every side, as soon as the season opens, each 
valley or pass which leads from the Yellowstomi 
to the surrounding .country: is peopled with so- 
called suortmen, or meat-hunters, all camped and 
waiting for those unwary animals which may roam 
beyond tho confines of their renervatlon. 


In these outlying districts, where a few cun- 


ning bands of warrlti still survive, they have, e.ii- 
lirely changed their habits during the early part 
of tlie season. Formerly the 
herds 
would be 


found grazing, or ronmiug through the low-lying, 
open parks, while throughout the day and night 
the forests would echo to that melodious whistling 
call of the bulls. But today, if a hunter seeks (lie 
so-called American "elk" he must perforce look in 
different plane* to those frequented by the old- 
time hunters, fur up, on Ilie very edge of the 
timber-line, feeding and climbing almost llko it 
mountain sheep among steep crags, and on the 
verge of snow-line, we now flud the few survivor* 
of the splendid animals. ..And ao terrified are they 
by the,constant presence ot their natural enemy 
mnn, with hi« innumerable camp lirfts arid'• at- 
tendant noises, that the hulls seldom dare- give 
utterance to their challenging calls. So true is 
this Ihftt th« writer after spending many weeks 
during the past setion in the wilds of Wyoming 
only heard a wapiti whistling on two occasions, 
and. 
moreover, throughout this period only saw 


ooc head worth shooting at. say* C. B. Radclyfl* 
bi Country Life. It Is I mo thin nit a noble head, 
and one of the finest brought out of that country 
for some time paat, but the capture of this head 
entailed many week* of hard work, many scovtt 
of miles traveling, and many thousands of feet 
hard climbing. In a country which » tew years ago 
iras teeming with good heads.

deer have disappeared from their former haunts, 
and In mucli-hunted localities are only to he 
found on tbe highest points whore timber grows. 
Late in the season, wheu heavy snow falls, band* 
of wapiti and mule deer are driven from their 
refuge In the Yellowstone parl; and move, down 
to lower grotmda in such places an Jackson's 
Hole or the valley of the Soghone river. Woe be- 
tide theae luckless wanderers if the open seimou 
is still in force, for at the head of every pugs lead- 
ing out of the game reserve are armed bodlei of 
ineit-hunterH, who isuoot on sight dirt or young, 
male ov female, reganjleus of age, or se.t, every 
deer that IB seen. More shame is it to the au- 
thorities! who still permit the sale of deer meat In 
tlio surrounding towns. 


Vast herds of deer

ground;! during eevero winters, and many hun- 
dreds of them perish for want of food. U Js no 
uncommon event for kind-hearted farmer* to feed 
numbers of wapiti from their stores of hay. But 
the expense of this is more than these hard-work- 
ing individuals can stand, nud something surely 
should be done by the United States authorities to 
provide for the needs of these fine animals, which 
have been driven 
from 
their winter

srouncls by tbe settlers and their cattle.

wapiti is too well known lo ueed description. H 
undertaken etrly in tlie season by u sportsman 
who is well equipped wllh men and pack-horsce. 
the expedition IB rather In the nature of a pleas- 
ant picnic. The climatic conditions In September 
and early October are generally perfect, while the 
absence of. mosquitoes and other biting (lies make, 
these regions appear a Paradise to one who liau 
done much biK-game hunting further northwest In 
the real wilds of North America, which lire only 
now to be found in northern Hritisii Columbia 
und Alaska. Hut If a sportsman delays his trip 
until late in the fall, and then camps. UB tlie 
writer has done, at 'an altitude of over ten thou- 
sand feet, he-will find the early frosls and imuw 
make life in n tnnt, even In Wyoming, rather cohi- 
er tlmn is necessary for pereoiiHl comfort. 


The way in which an American pack-home can 


thread its way through dense limber, or follow a 
narrow, snake-like trail across dangerous rock 
slides, is little short of marvelous. It is an inter- 
esting sight to nee a long litie of these sure-Cooled 
animals threading their way in single fllr. along 
Ihe face of a dangerous precipice, often treading 
in loose, rolling rocku, in planes whore one false 
step means a sheer rlrcji of two thousand or throe 
thousand feet into empty space.

1 Chop coarsely flve^pounds washed 
cranberries> and'two pounds raisens. 
Add juice of six oranges, and five 
pounds1 sugar.

Always wash cranberries! 
Pack dry cranberries into pint or 


quart Mason jars, put on rubbers 
and cover and seal tight. Place jars 
In pan, kettle or wash boiler, -filled 
with water to reach up to neck of 
cans.

After water Qomes to a boil permit 


pint cans to boil.a half hour, or quart 
cans Jhree quarters of an hour, then 
take from .water, and remove ,covers, 
fill cans with hot syrup andsreseal, 
Set aside in cool place for.two weeks' 
before' using'.

partly by. hunters for their hides, and partly bv 
settlers to-makec-way for their .cattle. Tlie curious 
prong-horn antalope also, has almost'been wiped 
out in these district..

The modus operand! of making a trip after 


wapiti is'too well known to need description, if 
undertaken early in- the season by a sportsman 
who is well equipped with men and pack-horsee. 
the expedition is rather la the nature of a pleas- 
ant picnic. The climatic conditions In September 
and early October are generally perfect, while the 
.absence of mosquitoes and other bHing flies make 
these regions appear a Paradise to one who has 
done much big-game hunting further northwest in 
the real wilds of North America, which are on^y 
now to be found in northern British -Columbia, 
and Alaska. Hut if a sportsman delays his trip 
until lat« in the fall, and then camps, as tlie 
writer has done, at'an altitude of over ten thou- 
sand feet, he will find the early frosts _and miow 
make life in a tent, even in Wyoming, rjrther cold- 
er than is necessary for personal comfort.

counties as soon as construction Is 
completed and the amount la avail- 
able In the state treasury. 


Funds for administration of the 


highway law come from the general 
fund of the state. Of this *100,000 
there was expended $94,107.15,. the 
15,892.85 remaining reverting to the 
general fund. Of the former amount, 
19,000 was-spent for experimental 
road work not properly charageable 
to supervision, leaving a net supervis- 
ion cost of $85,107.15 for the two 
years.

la the most Important room In tlie form 
house. 


For the average farmer, economy bars a 


room especially reserved for weddings and 
funerals. A back stairway In small liouses 
Is an unnecessary luxury. 
Large halls 


which ore never used to live In, but mere- 
ly as thoroughfares, are a feature which 
pan be dispensed with In the interest of 
.1 smaller outlay of money. 


Other features that should give way to 


a comfortable and convenient kitchen are 
narrow porches, fllllgree work, numerous 
angles In wnlls and roof, useless doors.

Chapter 030, Laws of 1013 


An act,-to 'amend eubaectio'n 0 of 


aectlon 29 and'-to create section 35 
—30 of the statutes, relating to nom- 
inatioVof Candidates for town or vil- 
lage officers: 


Section 1. Subsection 6 of section 


29 of the statutes is amended to read: 
(Section'29) 6. The electors of any 
town or Village may assemble in cau- 
cus to make, nominations of candi- 
rlatea for town ana village offices,-at 
which caucus only ftuallfled elector* 
of such town or village shall partici- 
pate and on the demand of 'any elect- 
or the vote shall be by ballot, Such 
ca*cu» shall be held at least seven 
days prior rto the day * for hbldlng 
the election;' At each such caucus 
committee of three qualified electors 
shall be elected who shall give at 
least five days' notice, fixing the time 
and place of the next caucus to be 
held in such town or village. 


Section'2. 
There Is added to the 


statute a new section to read: Sec- 
tlon 35-30, 1, 
At any election at 


which town or village- officers are. to 
be elected, candidates for any office 
ahall be nominated either by cau- 
cus as provided In subsection 6 of sec- 
tion 29 or by nomination papers sign- 
ed by electors of such town or village 
,oqual In number to ten per cent of all 
the votes cast In such town or village 
for all candidates for governor at the 
last precedes'general election. Such 
nomination papers shall conform to 
the provisions of sub-sections 2 and 
6 of section 30 of the statutes. Such 
nomination papers shall be filed in 
the office of the town or village clerk 
at least five days prior'to the holding 
of such election,

The town or village clerk shall 


cause to oe printed a sufficient num- 
ber of sample and official ballots. 
Buci sample ballots shall be printed 
upon tinted paper and the official 
ballots upon white paper, and both 
shall be of sufficient length and width 
to afford space for the names of all 
candidates. 
The offices to be voted 


for shall be arranged In the manner 
provided In section 35-6 of the stat- 
utes and the names of the candidates 
shall be arranged in alphabetical or- 
der Under their respective office desig- 
nations. Sufficient space shall be left 
under each office to write a name In 
lieu of any name printed therein 
Such official ballots shall be endorsed 
as provided by subsection 14 of sec- 
tion 38 of the'-statutes, except thai 
the endorsement of one clerk shall 


' be sufficient when only one clerk Is 


required, by law, to be present. 


3. The names of the persons nom- 


inated In the manner^provided in this 
section and none other shall bo plac- 
ed upon the official ballots, provided 
that in case no nominations are made 
the spaces in Which names or candi- 
dates may be printed or written shall 
be left blank. 
Ballots not provided 


by the respective town or village 
clerks shall not be counted In any 
election, but any voter may write up- 
on his ballot the name of any person 
for whom he desires to vote for, any 
office, In such place as to indicate the 
office.

But It happens that this particular

A very large proportion, of perma- 


nent deafness is due to Improper 
treatment of ear diseases. 
Infections 


of the ear are mainly extensions ol 
cdmmon "colds" In the head. Colds 
are prevalent now. If they are com- 
plicated by ear ache, good treatment 
jy a good physician is a good invest- 
ment. 


A most important 
and serious 


complication of Infections of the ear 
spongy bone behind the ear becomes 
nfected. 
The area behind the ear 


is sensitive to gentle pressure. Pain 
or sensitiveness to touch should be 
onsidered as most important as a 
danger signal. In mastold disease it 
s the practice of the best physicians 
o advise the opening and scraping 
away of diseased bone. Otherwise, 
here Is grave danger that the dis- 
ease may proceed to the coverings of 
.he brain, with a possible fatal ter- 
mination. 


Deafness constitutes one lof the 


most important causes of needless 
suffering and disability. More than 
most of our problems, correction lies 
with individual intelligence. In the

Cranberry Conserve. 


Chop coarsely five pounds washed 


cranberries and two pounds ralseng. 
Add juice of six oranges, and five 
pounds sugar. 
Heat and almmer 


slowly until thick like jam. 
Put in 


elly glasses. 


Canned Cranberries. 


Always wash cranberries, 
Pack dry cranberries into pint or 


quart Mason jars, put on rubbers 
and cover and seal tight. Place jars 
n pan, ke(tle or wash boiler, filled 
with water to reach up to neck of 
:ans. (Place false bottom In the dish- 
is used.) 


After water comes to a boil permit 


pint cans to boil a half hour, or quart 
cans Jhree quarters of an hour, then 
ake from water, and remove covers, 
flll cans with hot syrup and reseal. 
Set aside in cool place for two weeks' 
before using. 


Syrup is made as ordinary sugar 


lyrup, figuring on one half pint of 
cranberries. 


For thinner sauce or more tart 


flavor, reduce proportion of sugar 
lightly.

cranberries and'two pounds raisens.

OF AMMUNITION. 


ENOUGH FOR BUT ONE BATTLE 


Supply for Field Artillery Especially 


la Short—Lawmakers Spend Money 


for Guns but Not for Powder 


and Bullets.

Washington.—Gen. Leonard Wood 


soon will retire from his position as 
chief of staff of tire United States 
army. The other day the general In 
what may be called perhaps a. fare- 
well message of warning 
told 
the 


house committee on military affairs 
that it ought to appropriate $3,000,000 
for field guns and'ammunition for the 
regular army. Here in brief is the 
tenor of General Wood's warning note: 


"IE we sent oub troops into war as 


they are now, without guns or am- 
munition, it would be absolute slaugh- 
ter. 
If called Into tlie field suddenly 


we should have to go with a very 
small allowance of ammunition even 
for the guns in the band* of 
the 


troops, and we should have neither 
gnus nor ammunition enough for our 
field artillery forces." 


There is something to this testi- 


mony of General'Wood to make it ex- 
tremely interesting not only from the 
military point of view, but from what 
may be called a legislative point of 
view. 
It points up. for the facts are 


nre the general has given them, thR 
peculiarity on occasion of 
congres- 


sional thought and of congressional 
action. There are. of course many 


n In tho United States, and they 


are constantly making their influence 


t, who, hoping1 for peace between 


all tbe nations of the world, think that 
disarmament is the way to bring about 
concord among the 
peoples. 


Guns But No Ammunition. 


As long BB congress continues to 


vote money for the support of the 
army and navy it 
naturally 
would 


eeem that the money should be well 
applied and well expended. Here is 
where one of the peculiarities of con- 
gressional thought and action shows 
itself. Every year tho lawmakers ap- 
propriate a good deal more than $100,- 
000,000 each for the army and the 
navy, 
/ 


Take the army case of which Gen- 


eral Wood speaks. 
Men here, and 


they are not all military men either, 
are asking what possible use it is for 
cougreas to vote large sums of money 
for field guns, which the uninitiated 
should kuow ere tbe light, artillery 
pieces of the service, am! also appro- 
lirinte money for the pay of six regl- 
menta of field artillery, and yet with- 
hold money for the purchase of the 
ammunition which would make the 
batteries serviceable. 


In other words, the curious thing, 


from a legislative as well as from a 
military point of view, is why the law- 
makers Ehould ask the tax payers to 
expend large sums of mouey Tor guns 
for which, there It no possible 
use, 


for it does not take a bruin of the size 
of that of Daniel Webster to make a 
man appreciate that a gun -without 
powder and projectiles to nil it Is a 
pretty useless sort of a weapon. 


Enough for Only One-Battle. 


It is known to be u tact, for the 


records show It. that If we ivere to 
have a wnr today with nny country 
worthy the name of a power, our Held 
artillery could not eugage in 
more 


than one battle with its preeant sup- 
ply of powder and shot. It takes a 
long whlto to manufacture field artil- 
lery ammunition and to get It to the 
front. 


General Wood baa said alto thtt 


there is a very small allowance of 
ammunition "eveu for the guns in the 
hands of tho troop." These eruns, of 
course, are the rifles of tha Infantry 
nnrt tbe carbines of the cavalry, and 
also the. small arms of the coast ar- 
tillery, for the heavy gun men must 
serve on occasion as 
infantrymen. 


II Is understood that the condition so 
far as our infantry forces are con- 
cerned, is absolute)]' nothing like BO 
bad as tlial with which the field artil- 
lery IB confronted. 
Tbe foot aoldier 


with his modern Springfield probably 
would bave cartridges enemgli to givei 
a good account of himself in many 
a battle, but thii cannoneer 
of 
the 


flplet forces after a few rounds would 
bu obliged to stand at bis caisson or 
at the mouth of the piece IIH a mark 
for the enemj's riflemen without any 
chay.ct to return shot for shot.

his views as to the best means to 
govern the 'Panama canal zone after 
the isthmian canal commission pauses 
out of existence. Secretary of War 
Garrison alretidy- has communicated 
10 the president his ideas aa to what 
ought to constitute a proper system 
of government for the canal strip. It 
may or may not be tliat the president 
will agree with him.

for the zone government after the 
commlEBlon IB abolished.

It is known to~ be a i'act, for the 


records show It. that if we wer& to 
have a war today with any country 
worthy the name of a power, our field 
artillery could not engage In 
more 


than one battle with its present sup- 
ply of powder, and. shot.. It takes a 
long while to manufacture field artil- 
lery .ammunition'and to get It to the 
front. 
General Wood has said also that 


there is a very : small allowance of 
ammunition "even for the guns in the 
hands of the troop." These guns, of 
course, are the rifles of the infantry 
and the carbines of the cavalry, and 
also the small arms of the coast ar- 
tillery, for the heavy gun men must 
serve on occasion as 
infantrymen. 


It is understood'that the condition so 
far, as our Infantry forces .are con- 
cerned, is absolutely, nothing like so 
bad as that with which the field artil- 
lery is confronted. The foot soldier 
'with his modern Springfield probably 
would have cartridges enough to givei 
a good-'account-of .himself in many 
a battle, but the cannoneer of the 
field forces after a few rounds would 
be-obliged to stand at his c-aisson or 
at the mouth of the piece us a mark 
for the enemy's riflemen without any 
chalice to return shot for shot.

even-thing else outside of the imme- 
diate ranks of tho army? 


It is known definitely that some of 


the men who have done great work 
on the isthmus fear the coming of the 
day when politics may enter into the 
zone's government. 
The safety of 


the waterway, for instance, depends 
absolutely upon, the sanitation of the 
zone. Colonel Gorgas made the place 
not-only habitable, but one in which 
it is n delight to live. A physician 
and sanitarian of achievement enough 
to secure an appointment as a mem- 
ber of the isthmian canal commission 
certainly could be depended upon to 
see that his .subordinates ' did their 
work. 
Could 
equal 
dependence be 


placed upon a canal governor sitting 
alone in authority and being charged 
with many "judgment duties" upon 
some of which he was not qualilied 
by training to pass? 


Going Easy on Business. 


Even in th'e face of certain knowl- 


edge that some anti-trust legiKlntton 
is to bo enacted, it still seems to the 
Washington observer that 
for 
the 


rest ot this session congress will 
proceed cautiously in the matter of 
legislation of a 
far 
reaching na- 


ture. As has been said before in 
these dispatches, this does not mean 
that 'congress will not have plenty to 
do. The one thing which seems to'be 
assured since it came together again is 
that the Democratic majority has ta- 
ken note of the sensitiveness of busi- 
ness and is goiug to spread Its legisla- 
tion over a considerable period of time 
in order that conditions may adjust 
themselves to the coming order. 


Now that it is certain 
legislation • 


forbidding the interlocking ot direc- 
torates ot corporations and sonic other 
things is to pass, the attention of busi- 
ness men, as shown by letters which 
congressmen receive, is sharply direct- 
ed to the future and to Just what is to 
be .expected in the way of laws pre- 
venting the doing of 
certain things 


which in the past some business men 
appeared to think they had a right to 
do. As an example of the intention of 
the majority in congress to go rather 
slow with ita legislation 
it may be 


said that it probably will be two years 
before effect will be given to the law 
which is to be enacted forbidding in- 
terlocking directorates.. 
What 
the 


business men want to know, as shown 
by their letters, is what things are to 
come in tho future. 
It is impossible/apparently for con- 


gressmen to answer definitely 
these 


letters which come tp them. All that 
the Democratic congressmen can say 
is that whatever legislation'is pasted 
will not be intended to injure<the busi- 
ness of the country, but that wrongs 
wilt be righted and that no legitimate 
business need fear that it will^sufter. 
The word "logitlmate." the Democratic 
members say.

Such 
eaten* shall be held at least seven 
days prior to tbe day for holding 
the election. 
At each such caucus 


committee of three qualified electors 
shall be elected who shall give a 
least nv« days' notice, fixing the tim< 
and place of the n«t caucus to be 
held In such town or village. 


Section 2. There is added to the 


statute a new section to read: Sec 
tion 35-30, 1. At any election a 
which town or village officers are. to 
be elected, candidates for any office 
shall be nominated either by cau 
cus as provided in subsection 6 of sec 
tlon 29 or by nomination papers sign 
ed by electors of such town or village 
equal In number to ten per cent of al 
the votes cast In such town or villag 
for all candidates for governor at the 
last preceding general election. Such 
nomination papers shall conform to 
the provisions of sub-sections 2 and 
6 of section 30 of the statutes.

The offices to be voter 
for shall be arranged In the manne 
provided in section 35-5 of the stat 
ntes and the names of the candidate 
shall be arranged In alphabetical or 
der under their respective office desis 
nations. Sufficient space shall be lef 
under each office to write a name i: 
lieu of any name printed therein 
Such official ballots shall be endorsee 
as provided by subsection 14 of sec 
tion 38 of the statutes, except tha 
the endorsement of one clerk shal 
be sufficient when only one clerk 1 
required, by law, to be present.

But it happens that this particular 


Milwaukee gentleman is a judge ol 
the state circuit court of Wisconsin 
And just because of that accidenta 
circumstance he has set aside a very 
mild and reasonable statute for the 
restriction of marriages among those 
who are physically and mentally un 
fit to marry.
